Appear  in  Concert  at  “Y” 


The  Irish  Regiment  Band,  under 
the  direction  of  Lieutenant  J.  Andrew 
Wiggins,  will  appear  in  concert  in 
College  Hall,  January  27th. 

This  celebrated  band,  the  only 
musical  organization  exclusively  Cel- 
tic in  the  United  States,  will  have 
besides  a complement  of  seventy  five 
members  of  the  band,  a special  group 
of  soloists,  which  will  include  an 
Irish  singer,  and  Irish  folk-dancer, 
and  a piper;  the  latter  the  famous 
Pipe-Major,  John  Thenholme. 

The  band  is  one  of  the  best  known 
military  musical  organizations  of  its 
kind.  Most  of  the  musicians  are 
veterans  of  the  war  and  while  in 
England  in  1918  gave  concerts  which 
attracted  much  attention.  The  band 
has  the  indorsement  of  the  Irish 
League  of  America,  of  the  Knights  of 
Columbus,  the  Friendly  Sons  of  St. 
Patrick  and  other  societies  with  large 
Irish  memberships. 

The  response  of  the  Irish  organiza- 
tions is  indicative  of  a strong  revival 
of  interest  in  Irish  music,  similar  to 
the  movement  which  has  been  mani- 
fest in  Ireland  for  some  years  past. 
The  tour  will  provide  an  opportunity 


for  American  audiences  to  hear  a 
great  number  of  folk  tunes  which 
have  seldom,  if  ever,  been  played  or 
sung  here  before. 

Pipe-Major,  John  Trenholme,  who 
is  an  expert  performer  on  the  Irish 
bagpipes  and  who  is  the  only  piper  on 
tour  in  America,  rs  to  give  forth  tunes 
which  have  never  been  written  down 
because  of  tonal  peculiarities,  which 
cannot  be  recorded  by  existing  meth- 
ods of  notation.  These  tunes  the 
traditional  fiddlers  and  pipers  have 
preserved  since  the  earliest  historic 
times  in  Ireland,  handing  them  down 
from  generation  to  generation. 

Miss  Jean  McNaughton,  the  dancer, 
accompaning  the  band,  is  a specialist 
in  folk  dances  and  was  winner  of  the 
first  prize  at  the  Irish  hornpipe  con- 
test last  winter,  held  in  Chicago— a 
contest  which  drew  competitors  from 
all  parts  of  the  country.  Beatrice  O’ 
Leary,  a well  known  Canadian  so- 
prano, is  to  interpret  Irish  songs. 

The  concert  is  to  be  given  at  8 ;00 
p.  m.  in  College  Hall.  This  is  not 
a number  of  the  regular  Lyceum 
Course  and  admission  prices,  with 
special  rates  for  students,  will  be 
charged.

“The  art  of  learning  how  to  learn 
is  the  important  thing  in  education,” 
said  Dr.  A E.  Winship  of  Boston,  one 
of  the  greatest  educators  in  the 
world,  before  the  Student  Body  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University  Monday 
morning. 

“You  might  have  one  hundred  per 
cent  of  all  the  information  these  pro- 
fessors have  and  in  five  years  be  a 
chump,”  he  declared. 

H.  G.  Wells,  who  thinks  he  is  the 
last  t thing  in  education  today  and 
who  published  his  ‘History  of  the 
World’  a few  years  ago,  knew  nothing 
of  the  radiophone.  There  isn’t  a boy 
in  America  who  doesn’t  know  more 
than  H.  G.  Wells  did  five  years  ago 
about  the  radio  phone. 

“Education  prepares  men  to  solve 
new  problems,  teaches  them  the  art 
of  learning  how  to  learn.” 

In  emphasizing  the  importance  of 
secondary  education,  Dr.  Winship 
said  that  the  whole  educational  world 
has  changed  in  the  past  five  years. 

“It  isn’t  as  it  was,”  he  stated.  “The 
public  has  been  driving  us  the  past 
hve  years.  Prior  to  that  we  educators 
were  trying,  to  drive  the  public. 

“The  enrollment  of  this  institution 
has  doubled  in  five  years.  And  this 
,of  a11  colleges  and  high  schools 
he  high  schools  have  more  than 
doubled  m the  last  six  years.  This 
has  come  about  because  the  public 
has  been  forcing  the  educators.” 

Dr.  Winship  pointed  out  the  change 
■n  the  relationship  of  the  public  to 
the  educational  world. 

“Prior  to  twelve  years  ago,”  he 
said,  “no  state  required  education 
above  the  sixth  grade.  Today  there 
are  forty  states  that  are  doing  what 
no  state  did  before. 

“Twelve  years  ago  there  was  not 
a state  that  said  a person  must  be  16 
years  of  age  or  must  reach  the  eighth 
grade  before  leaving  scjhool.  Now 
there  are  twenty  such  states. 

“There  are  states  now  that  say  a 
person  must  be  18  years  old  before 
leaving  school  to  go  to  work. 

“I  wish  it  were  possible  for  us  to 
realize  the  meaning  of  this  going  from 
14  to  16  to  18,  from  sixth  grade  to 
eighth  grade  to  high  school.” 

The  speaker  referred  to  statistics 
issued  from  the  secretary  of  labor, 
showing  the  importance  of  a high 
school  education.  Samuel  Gompers 
was  quoted  as  saying  ten  years  ago 
that  there  are  few  promotions  of 
those  not  having  at  least  a high 
school  education. 

“Secondary  education  is  being  re- 
quired in  all  activities. 

“Five  years  ago  there,  was  not  a 
store  that  insisted  on  a high  school 
education  of  every  girl  desiring  to  be- 
come a sales  woman.  Now  there  is 
no  city  that  hasn’t  such  a store.” 

Then  in  conclusion,  Dr.  Winship 
remarked  that  education  has  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  progress  of  the 
world  from  the  bottom  up.  He  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  over  200 
different  dyes,  aspirin,  the  perfumery 
of  the  flapper,  and  the  sweetest 
sugar  in  the  world  are  now  made  from 
the  “nastiest  nastiness  of  bituminous 
coal”  and  only  a few  years  ago  coke 
alone  was  made  from  it

Shall  we  increase  the  Student  Body  fee 
next  year  or  is  there  another  solution?  lhe 
high-pressure  ticket-selling  that  has  been 
carried  on  in  our  school  should  not  be  con- 
tinued. Some  students  feel  that  they  would 
rather  pay  ten  dollars  more  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  than  to  be  constantly  pestered  by 
aggressive  ticket  agents.  It  is  donate  for 
this  and  contribute  for  that  practically  every 
week;  and  if  one  does  not  “come  across  his 
loyalty  is  questioned. 

The  practice  of  tagging  accentuates  the 
distastefulness  of  the  drives.  Tagging  all 
those  who  purchase,  amounts  in  analysis  to 
tagging  all  who  don’t.  The  meaning  of  this 
practice  is  that  the  student  whose  financial 
condition  is  such  that  he  cannot  afford  to  buy, 
must  either  deprive  himself  of  some  necessity 
or  be  humiliated  by  ticket  vendors  Frequent- 
ly a student  who  is  dependent  on  his  own  ef- 
forts has  ill  luck  and  really  has  no  money  to 
procure  a ticket,  and  he  is  humiliated  and 
abashed  about  twenty  or  more  times  a day  by 
his  trying  to  convince  some  assiduous  ticket 
agent  of  the  fact.  If  ticket  selling  is  to  be 
conducted  on  every  occasion  tagging,  by  all 
means  should  be  limited. 

According  to  the  “Rocky  Mountain 
Collegian,”  a ruling  in  the  Colorado  Agri- 
cultural College  forbids  tagging  for  all  occa- 
sions  except  football.  Aggressive  ticket  cam- 
paigns in  which  the  instigators  resort  to  tag- 
ging are  not  only  humiliating  to  those  who 
cannot  purchase  but  equally  odious. 


Nothing  is  more  wasteful  and  undesirable 
than  the  system  that  has  been  used  at  the  sale 
of  tickets  for  our  intercollegiate  basketball 
games.  Under  this  plan  the  tickets  are  put 
on  sale  about  four  o’clock  and  the  students 
begin  lining  up  about  noon.  Consequently 
about  half  of  the  students  remain  in  line  all 
afternoon  wasting  their  time.  Furthermore, 
there  is  usually  more  or  less  pushing  and 
scuffling  in  the  line  with  considerable  unfair- 
ness. 

Last  year  it  was  advocated  that  the 
tickets  be  put  on  sale  in  the  morning— a means 
by  which  so  much  time-waste  would  be  elim- 
inated. The  objection  raised  to  this  proposi- 
tion was  that  it  would  place  those  who  travel 
back  and  forth  on  the  cars  each  morning  and 
night  at  a disadvantage.  It  was  also  argued 
that  placing  the  tickets  on  sale  all  day  would 
entail  additional  expense  to  the  Student  Body. 

Hence,  the  tickets  were  not  put  on  sale 
until  late  in  the  afternoon,  the  day  preceding 
the  game.  A large  number  of  students  began 
to  form  in  line  about  noon.  The  system  proved 
as  distasteful  as  it  was  wasteful,  for  a num- 
ber of  students  broke  through  the  line  and 
got  their  tickets  irrespective  of  the  rights  of 
others  and  a rough-house  ensued. 

This  year  the  problem  will  be  more  accute. 
There  are  many  more  students  and  the  en- 
thusiasm for  the  hoop  sport  has  not  waned 
but  has  grown  more  intense.  There  will  be 
SOME  jam  if  the  old  system  is  again  employ- 
ed. 

A solution  for  this  problem  is  not  to  be 
had  until  we  get  a new  gym,  large  enough  to 
accommodate  the  crowd;  but  part  of  the  un- 
desirable features  could  be  eliminated  if  the 
tickets  were  put  on  sale  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  class.  The  additional  cost  entailed  would 
be  negligible  as  compared  to  the  waste  result- 
ing from  half  the  students  of  the  school  re- 
maining in  line  half  the  day.  It  would  be  well 
if  they  were  put  on  sale  a day  or  so  before 
the  game.

MODEL  IN  FLIGHT 


“ The  way  of  an  Eagle  in  the  air” 


way 

>1 ENTURY  after  century 
men  broke  their  necks 
trying  to  fly.  They  had 
not  troubled  to  discover 
what  Solomon  called  “the  way  of 
&n  eagle  in  the  air.” 

In  1891  came  Samuel  Pierpont 
Langley,  secretary  of  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution.  He  wanted 
facts.  His  first  step  was  to  whirl 
flat  surfaces  in  the  air,  to  measure 
the  air  pressures  required  to  sus- 
tain these  surfaces  in  motion  and 
to  study  the  swirls  and  currents  of 
the  air  itself.  Finally,  in  1896,  he 
built  a small  steam-driven  model 
which  flew  three-quarters  of  a 
.mile. 

With  a Congressional  appro- 
priation of  $50,000  Langley  built 
a large  man-carrymg  machine.  Be- 
cause it  was  improperly  launched, 
it  dropped  into  the  Potomac  River. 
Years  later,  Glenn  Curtiss  flew  it 
at  Hammondsport,  New  York. 

Congress  regarded  Langley’s 
attempt  not  as  a scientific  experi- 
ment but  as  a sad  fiasco  and 


refused  to  encourage  him  further. 
He  died  a disappointed  man. 

Langley’s  scientific  study  which 
ultimately  gave  us  the  airplane 
seemed  unimportant  in  1896. 
Whole  newspaper  pages  were  given 
up  to  the  sixteen-to-one  ratio  of 
silver  to  gold. 

“ Sixteen-to-one”  is  dead  polit- 
ically. Thousands  of  airplanes 
cleave  the  air — airplanes  built 
with  the  knowledge  that  Langley 
acquired. 

In  this  work  the  Laboratories  of 
the  General  Electric  Company 
played  their  part.  They  aided  in 
developing  the  “supercharger,” 
whereby  an  engine  may  be  sup- 
plied with  the  air  that  it  needs  for 
combustion  at  altitudes  of -four 
miles  and  more.  Getting  the  facts 
first,  the  Langley  method,  made 
the  achievement  possible. 

What  is  expedient  or  important 
today  may  be  forgotten  tomorrow. 
The  spirit  of  scientific  research 
and  its  achievements  endure.
